tween his lags, leaped up, and said, HH I'll teach 
you to be saucy to tbe Chief ConitablOs" Hid 
instantly after poked him iu tha aye with the 
slick uow before the Court ; the prisoner ap- 
peared to be in a passion ; after the stick had 
entered the eye, (bl prisoner uttd tbe words 
already allied ; I did not think thst Berry 
intended to injure the deceased. Before tbo 
amount of the injury wax ascertained, tbe 
Acting Chief Constable reproved Horry very 
•harply for raising bis slick (o (he uieeased, 
ss it was against lha police regulations to 
strike any person in custody, "the decease rl, 
when asked when he lodged, replied M | ihst 
hen st present." The stick wsa held in belli 
hsiidt by Ihe prisoner whin the wound waa 
innicted, I thought Ibe priioner merely in- 
tended tifyigbieti Ibe deceased. Tbi blood 
Hawed profusely at the time of lha wound 
being ntnictcd,— tress examined by lht pti- 
senerr Deceased was standing when you 
struck him, he wee not coming to you when 
you struck him; you rushed it him all at 
erei with great force aud rapidity ; you mutt 
hive intended In strike him, but I do not 
think you intended to injure him ; the de- 
ceased was not aware, tbot yen were going to 
strike bins,— By tbe Court I The deceased did 
hot appear to bive liny knowledge that 
the pTisoliev wss going la strike bin, t 
sllliough tlie deceased bad been In cus- 
tody from between three end four o'clock 
on Friday afternoon, for drunkenness, be 
appeared to be more under the influence of 
Hquoi than any of Ibe other prisoners. By a 
juror t I mean tony that nothing could hive 
stopped the prisoner from striking deceased. 
J. Lansont corroborated lhacvidenie given by 
Henderson, bwt was tillable to swear whether 
the stick was held in one or both Eraads by 
ibe prisoner when tha injury was inflicted. 
Tht priioner appeared to be sorry tor what 
bad taken pi see ; and it did not appear (o 
witness that lbs prisoner intended aeriouely 
to injure deceased. — Onus eiemintil hy thi 
prisoner : 1 am certain you did not rush at 
tbedeceeeed ; ywu hid not room to run at 
bint; 1 aja certain you wore either leaning 
or standing whsn Ibl xeau fit the injury, 
I think ihe Injury was intended to disfigure 
the lace of tbe deceased, but 1 do not think 
youiot.nded to kill him. Serjeant llvnea, 
of tbe Sydney Police, watcli-btruse keeper, 
gave aimllir evidence with tbe other wiu 
eeaaea, and was of opinion thai lha 
Injury waa inflicted by a push being madi 
after ■ Map forward. Tbe injury was In- 
flicted between eight and uiue on Tues- 
day morning, and before lbs prisoner 
wit on duty. Witness considered tbal lb* 
priioueT wai ewaxi that no constable was au- 
thorised in strikiiigmy friaoper in custody.
